With reference to the enclosed letter from Dr. 
R. H. Mullin, the regulations covering the Diplome of Public Health 
make provision for just such cases. No doubt you have in your office 
a copy of the calendar of the Faculty of Medicine and i? you will 
refer to clause 9, page 53 of the current issue, you will find the 
particular regulation under which both Dr. Mullin and Pr. Herbert D. 
Pease could obtain our D.P.H. 

They should be requested to send application to the Faculty of 
Medicine, with a full statement of their experience ard qualifications; 
this will be placed before the Faculty Council and 4 recommendation 
sent to the Senate that they be admitted to the annual examinations, 
which will held next May if the Session runs its usual length, or in 
April if the Session is shortened for Military reasons. 

I spoke to Professor J. G. Fitzgerald, acting Head of Department 
in Professor Amyot's absence and he seemed to be of the opinion that 
4f these men desire our degree, they should write the examinations 
for the Diploma of Public Health. Both men rank high in Public Health 
work, Dr. Pease and Dr. Hibbert W. Hill rank about the same in this 
line of work and Dr. Hill was required to write the examinations, as 
have all other applicants for the D.P.H. 

Dr. Fitzgerald was of the opinion thet it should be pointed out to 
Dr. Mullin that ours is a Diploma of Public Health, not a degree of 


Doctor of Public Health.
